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PREFACE 


My research on Antique Guns—The Collec- 
tor's Guide started some 30 years ago, although 
I was not aware of it. It was about the time I was 
allowed to carry a gun into the field, and about the 
time I bagged my first white-tailed deer. My ap- 
preciation for and respect of firearms stemmed 
from my associations with my Dad and uncles, 
who were all accomplished hunters. Shooting 
that deer, however, was my coming of age. It was 
exhilarating for many reasons. But most impor- 
tant, it kindled a curiosity about the types of 
weapons hunters use. I'd got a taste of what a 
modern shotgun could do in the Virginia woods, 
but what was it like in Colonial days shooting 
with a flintlock? 

So the reading began. For years, I devoured 
everything printed about firearms that I could put 
my hands on. This naturally grew into trading 
guns, repairing and smithing guns (I started my 
own business about 10 years ago), and finally I 
started to write about them. 

Five years ago, I wrote How to Buy and Sell 
Used Guns (another Stoeger book), which is the 
predecessor to this one. It discusses in detail 
how to inspect antique (and modern) arms and 
determine their authenticity, firearms price 
trends and how to collect for investment, fire- 
arms to avoid, restoring arms and whether to do 
it, and how to protect your collection, among 
other related topics. 

This title, Antique Guns—The Collector's 
Guide, covers the specific pre-1900 firearms that 
most antique arms collectors are interested in. It 
was conceived in response to the enormous de- 
mand Ive encountered among collectors and 
shooters for a detailed guide to identifying and 
pricing antique firearms—a guide that is not so 
long and wordy that it takes hours to pour 
through it, nor a guide so skimpy that you can't 


determine exactly which item among similar 
models is listed. 

In a concise, easy-to-follow format, I have tried 
to include the basics—the essential specifica- 
tions necessary to make an accurate identifica- 
tion, some historical notes about specimens of 
particular interest, hundreds of photos and/or 
drawings for LD. purposes, and a suggested mon- 
etary value, based on the average trading price. 
For rare items, collectors, dealers and museums 
were consulted. 

The antique arms are arranged into three broad 
categories: handguns, rifles and shotguns. 
Within those groupings, the guns are listed al- 
phabetically by name of gunmaker or manufac- 
turer, which ultimately makes any item relatively 
easy to find. At the end of the groupings are sev- 
eral smaller, obvious categories, such as Ameri- 
can Kentucky Flintlock Rifles (at the end of the 
Rifle Section) and Confederate Handguns (at the 
end of Handguns). In any of my books, I’ve never 
wanted the reader to be bogged down with too 
much verbiage, and my objective in this title was 
to achieve a healthy balance between words and 
information. 

Several other things, I believe, make this book 
different from a few books you may currently find 
in the marketplace on antique arms. One is the 
inclusion of guns of foreign origin. American 
arms are fascinating to be sure. But our heritage, 
after all, is derived from many countries around 
the world. I have tried to give this book interna- 
tional scope by highlighting the craftsmanship of 
British gunmakers, for example, Belgian, French, 
Italian, Canadian, German, Chinese, and others. 

Another difference from other volumes is the 
Blackpowder Replica Section. This is an exten- 
sive listing that encompasses contemporary re- 
productions of antique arms. Why is it included? 
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Three reasons: 1) descriptions of these guns may 
prevent the novice collector from getting scalped 
by the purchase of replicas posed as originals; 2) 
the prices of replicas, the Colt Dragoons, for ex- 
ample, are more affordable than the originals— 
and while the "real thing" is most desirable, a 
replica may be a beginning for some collectors; 3) 
no other book, to my Knowledge, has such a com- 
plete, up-to-date identification/pricing guide for 
these models. 

Another feature of this book is a detailed listing 
of Obsolete Cartridges, an area for some collec- 
tors that is a direct outgrowth of their collecting 
of antique arms. This section includes centerfire 
rifle cartridges, obsolete metric cartridges, rim- 
fire cartridges, and obsolete shotshells—all well 
illustrated. 

Finally, a complete cross-referenced index is 
provided to assist you in finding whatever or 
whomever it is you need to locate in regards to 
your collecting. 

In a volume of this scope, it is difficult to in- 
clude everything pertinent to every collector. I 
have endeavored to include the major U.S. gun- 
makers and manufacturers and a number of for- 
eign gunmakers, as mentioned earlier, that are 
most often encountered in gun trading circles. 
This book in no way reflects an attempt to include 
every model and every variation of firearm ever 
made prior to 1900. 

In addition, the prices listed within are in- 
tended to be the average selling price as found 
through my “poll” throughout the country. They 
are not engraved in stone and can be arbitrary at 
times because of various contributing factors, 
which are discussed at length in the section ''Col- 
lecting Antique Guns." As the on-press date ap- 
proached, it became difficult to find certain 
items. Rather than list a misleading value, I 
chose, instead, simply to indicate lack of infor- 
mation by using three asterisks. In the next edi- 
tion, we plan to supply the missing values, as well 
as adding to the overall listings as they are en- 
countered in our research. 

Hopefully, all collectors—aspiring or estab- 
lished—will discover this book as a vital refer- 
ence. In addition, I hope it will prove to be a val- 
uable resource for £unsmiths— especially those 
involved in repairing and restoring antique 
weapons—as well as museum curators, auction- 
eers, appraisers and insurance adjusters. 
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GOLLECTING ANTIQUE GUNS 


Anyone engaged in buying, selling or trading 
antique firearms should be and can become com- 
petent in three major areas. First, the firearm in 
question must be identified. Second, a knowledge 
of the gun's characteristics must be known to 
recognize any modifications or fakes and, of 
course, a value must be placed on the gun. 

Since the beginning of the firearms industry in 
the 15th century, thousands of different models 
of rifles, muskets, shotguns and handguns have 
been crafted. In the earliest years, seldom did two 
guns ever turn out alike—even those made by the 
same gunmaker. This greatly complicates iden- 
tification. Furthermore, markings on many older 
firearms were nonexistent or else are not recog- 
nizable due to aging and wear. Still, there are sev- 
eral characteristics to look for in any firearm, and 
the knowledgeable person can atleast determine 
the approximate era of manufacture and also the 
approximate value from the quality of workman- 
ship and from dealing in similar firearms. 

Experts have spent the majority of their life- 
times studying old gun catalogs, museum collec- 
tions and hundreds of reference books; they 
know not only the maker and model of a partic- 
ular firearm, but can also readily identify the var- 
iations, and oftentimes pinpoint the manufacture 
date to within a year or two. Furthermore, they 
can usually tell if a particular gun has been al- 
tered, refinished or faked. Such knowledge can- 
not be acquired from any one book or within a 
short period of time. It takes years of study and 
experience to develop the required skills. 

The term "antique" as used in this book en- 
compasses all firearms manufactured prior to 
1900. Let's take a closer look at several factors 
that are involved in the evaluation of any antique 
firearm: collector interest, scarcity and condi- 
tion. 


COLLECTOR INTEREST 

A primary factor that influences the value of a 
firearm is collector interest. Was the gun made by 
somebody famous, owned by somebody famous, 
or was it fired in an important historical conflict, 
such as the Revolutionary War? Answers to these 
questions have a direct effect on the demand for 
any firearm. Conversely, where there is meager 
collector interest, demand will be low. 

Although most antique firearms have collector 
interest to some extent, certain models are nat- 
urally more in demand than others. Few collec- 
tors will argue that Winchester and Colt firearms 
have been the blue chips of gun collections for 
the better part of this century. However, today al- 
most any antique firearm is interesting to some 
collector. This situation has been brought about 
by the hearty increase in the number of active 
collectors and the correspondingly growing num- 
ber of dealers who cater to them. With this growth 
a wide diversity in collecting interest has devel- 
oped. Firearms that held little appeal a few years 
ago are now becoming extremely popular. Typical 
examples are the small-bore Stevens and Win- 
chester rifles, single-shot pistols, the cheap car- 
tridge revolvers; even the old single-shot, break- 
open shotguns are fascinating to many collec- 
tors. 

Specialization, however, parallels the overall 
popularity of gun collecting. Individual collectors 
will concentrate on, say, pre-1900 lever-action ri- 
fles, while others on one brand of shotgun. These 
specialized fields embrace the entire range of 
firearms development, including such accesso- 
ries as loading tools, bullet molds and gun- 
smith's tools. And the often-ignored rusted 
battlefield relics have their devotees, too. Armed 
with only a metal detector, many collectors enjoy 
hours of pleasure combing the old Civil War bat- 
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tlefields in search of lead bullets, buttons and 
other artifacts. 


SCARCITY 

As certain firearms become more difficult to 
find, their value almost always increases; an orig- 
inal Confederate Schneider & Glassick Revolver, 
for example, is almost impossible to come across 
casually; it will take work to obtain it for your own 
collection. Consequently, paying thousands of 
dollars for it, when found, may not be surprising. 

Having established the fact that a firearm inter- 
ests a particular collector, that it may or may not 
be a scarce commodity, the final factor to 
consider—and the one open to infinite debate be- 
tween seller and buyer— is condition. 


CONDITION 

Condition is the major criterion in determining 
the value of an antique firearm. For example, your 
neighbor's grandmother discovered a Remington 
1858 Army Revolver in the attic that her grand- 
father used during the Civil War. It did not see 
heavy service, so nearly 90 percent of the original 
finish is intact. This would command a premium 
price. On the other hand, if the gun had been dug 
up in an old garbage pit and it had a rusted barrel, 
heavily scratched wood grip and a missing trig- 
ger, what would you be willing to pay for it? 

NRA Standards of Condition for Antique 
Firearms. Recognizing that the parties con- 
cerned seldom agree on the condition of a used 
firearm, the National Rifle Association has made 
available “Standards of Condition for Antique 
Firearms,” which are probably the most popular 
and most often used in determining condition. 
They are largely based on the percentage of orig- 
inal finish, as follows. 


Factory New: all original parts; 100% original 
finish; in perfect condition in every respect, in- 
side and out. 

Excellent: all original parts; over 80% original 
finish; sharp lettering, numerals, and design on 
metal and wood; unmarred wood; fine bore. 

Fine: all original parts; over 30% original fin- 
ish; sharp lettering, numerals, and design on 
metal and wood; minor marks in wood; good bore. 

Very Good: all original parts; none to 30% 
original finish; original metal surfaces smooth 
with all edges sharp; clear lettering, numerals, 


and design on metal; wood slightly scratched or 
bruised; bore disregarded for collector firearms. 

Good: some minor replacement parts; metal 
smoothly rusted or lightly pitted in places, 
cleaned, or reblued; principal lettering, numer- 
als, and design on metal legible; wood refinished, 
scratched, bruised, or minor cracks repaired; in 
good working order. 

Fair: some major parts replaced; minor re- 
placement parts may be required; metal rusted, 
may be lightly pitted all over, vigorously cleaned, 
or reblued; rounded edges of metal and wood; 
principal lettering, numerals, and design on 
metal partly obliterated; wood scratched, 
bruised, cracked, or repaired where broken; in 
fair working order or can be easily repaired and 
placed in working order. 

Poor: major and minor parts replaced; major 
replacement parts required and extensive resto- 
ration needed; metal deeply pitted; principal let- 
tering, numerals, and design obliterated, wood 
badly scratched, bruised, cracked, or broken; me- 
chanically inoperative; generally undesirable asa 
collector firearm. 


These standards, however, were compiled a 
number of years ago, and current dealers have 
found that they need to articulate the condition 
of a firearm even more finitely than the NRA did. 
Nowadays, for example, an antique arm consid- 
ered in "Excellent" condition may have 95 per- 
cent original finish (not just the “over 80%” as 
prescribed by the NRA), and that 15 percent be- 
tween the 80 and 95 would make the difference 
between a selling price of $500 versus $5,000. So 
you will find that most gun dealers today try to 
break down that percentage of original finish 
even more finely. 


DETERMINING GUN 
VALUES 


While the worth of any antique firearm involves 
condition, relative scarcity, historical signifi- 
cance, and collector demand, the “true value" of 
any firearm is not what a collector thinks his or 
her gun is worth. Nor is it the price the seller 
asks. It is not just what the buyer is willing to pay, 
either. The true value is determined when the 
amount the seller will accept coincides with the 
amount the buyer is willing to pay. This, and only 
this, is the true value of any gun. 


However, for purposes of determining the value 
of firearms in this book, all arms are considered 
to be in "Excellent" condition, as defined by the 
NRA Standards. If they fall below this category, 
then the price you might expect to receive for a 
particular gun will be lowered. The prices on the 
following pages have been established by aver- 
aging the prices polled from around the country 
through printed sources, gun dealers, museums, 
and the like. 

General demand for collector firearms is con- 
stantly increasing, and any guns’s worth rises in 
proportion to the demand for it. Demand is also 
influenced by articles that appear in periodicals 
or by well-prepared gun books that describe and 
Classify firearms of a particular maker or manu- 
facturer. 

Also remember that gun values may vary from 
region to region around the country and from 
dealer to dealer. 

Even with the NRA Standards of Condition as a 
guide, it is difficult to appraise or evaluate the 
general condition and mechanical features of any 
firearm with precise accuracy unless you can ex- 
amine it personally. It is unlikely that anyone un- 
familiar with firearms would know if parts had 
been replaced or altered, or if a gun had been re- 
finished, made up from two or three specimens, 
or was a rare variation or a transitional type. 
Thus, in correspondence, such points may be 
overlooked. Identifications or appraisals by mail 
may be both inaccurate and unfair to the owner 
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or to the one being asked to identify or evaluate 
the gun unseen. All that can be done under the 
circumstances is to give a probable value of the 
model or type. 

Keep in mind that collector values tend to rise 
steeply in the “Fine” and “Excellent” categories. 
This is particularly true of older firearms that are 
rarely encountered in top condition. Some of the 
great rarities are almost never encountered in 
any but worn condition, yet their values are not 
severely lessened by their condition. 

Anyone interested in antique firearms and 
their values should own not only this book, An- 
tique Guns—The Collector's Guide, but also 
read every other book you can obtain. A perusal 
of classified ads that appear in firearms publica- 
tions such as Shotgun News, Gun List, Winches- 
ter Gun Trader, etc., will also keep you up-to-date 
as to value trends on specific or comparable fire- 
arms. Attending gun shows where guns are 
bought, sold or traded is another excellent way to 
acquaint you with current selling prices and 
trends. 

It should be obvious that the serious collector 
must be a firearms student. Any gun worth hav- 
ing is worth learning about. A book for every gun 
is the policy of many successful collectors. With 
the wide availability of fine articles and books 
published today and the numerous gun shows 
that are held, no one need be uninformed of any 
old gun or its value. 


CHAPTER ONE 


HANDGUNS 
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The handgun has traditionally been a weapon 
of self-defense. The early smoothbore flintlock 
pistols, for example, were carried by travelers to 
protect themselves from highwaymen or other 
lawless persons. The pistol also played an impor- 
tant role in settling disputes of the day, either in 
the form of duels or shootouts. There is no doubt 
that some shooters used their handguns to take 
game on occasion; sometimes they were used to 
finish off a wounded deer or antelope, rather than 
use another precious rifle cartridge. But, still, the 
handgun was used primarily to defend one's self 
Or possessions. 

Most ofthe early pistols were of single-shot de- 
sign, although double-barreled varieties were 
also seen. As firearms evolved into the 19th cen- 
tury, the number of barrels multiplied into three, 
four or more and became known as pepperboxes. 
One distinguishing feature of firearms of the 
1800s is their remarkable diversity. It seemed to 
be a period of prolific invention, during which all 
types, shapes and novelties were produced: cane 
guns, hand cannons, saw handles, exotic wood, 
pearl or ivory grips, spur triggers. You name it, it 
was there. Many of these guns are not merely 
weapons, however; they are works ofart andleaps 
of the imagination that have been preserved by 
and for collectors. 

Samuel Colt is often credited with the first suc- 


cessful revolving pistol. Note the use of the term 
"pistol" here. You will find on the following pages 
many revolvers that are referred to as pistols. Re- 
member that during this period, the revolver was 
a new entity, with “pistol” being a carryover from 
an earlier time. Nowadays, firearms aficionados 
easily distinguish between pistols and revolvers, 
but it took a while for people to make that dis- 
tinction. During the last half of the century, re- 
volvers were rapidly adopted by law enforcement 
personnel and, after much persuasion, by sol- 
diers. Once accepted, they acquired great popu- 
larity with the Army and Navy as service weapons. 
In addition to Colt, manufacturers such as Rem- 
ington, Harrington & Richardson, and Smith & 
Wesson soon followed with their own revolver 
models, some of which continue to be manufac- 
tured today. 

For ease in locating a particular firearm, the 
Handgun Section is arranged in four basic group- 
Ings:

ADAMS REVOLVING ARMS CO.

Although the main office of this firm was in New York 
City, its percussion revolvers were actually manufac- 
tured by the Massachusetts Arms Company of Chico- 
pee Falls, Mass. The Adams Patent Revolvers were 
based on English patents owned by Robert Adams (see 
separate listing) and were manufactured under li- 
cense; these were undoubtedly used during the Civil 
War, probably by both sides, although ordnance rec- 
ords of the time do not substantiate their official use.

ROBERT ADAMS 
London, England 


Robert Adams (1809-1870) was a British gunmaker 
of reknown. During the 1850s, his self-cocking, five- 
shot revolver became a chief competitor to the Colt of 
similar design. Service tests, in fact, were conducted 
comparing the two guns and, although the Adams 
stood up well in the testing, it was rejected in favor of 
the Colt because it lacked a sturdy loading ramrod. Ad- 
ams solved this problem and patented the improve- 
ment in 1854 along with an improved self-cocking lock 
mechanism of Beaumont design (1855). This improved 
gun did pass British ordnance tests and replaced the 
Colt as a service arm. The Massachusetts Arms Co. li- 
censed the patent designs and manufactured an Ad- 
ams Patent Revolver, of different calibers, for use in the 
U.S.

He set up shop with his 
brother-in-law, Charles Thurber, in Grafton, Mass., 
from 1837 to 1842. They relocated to Norwich, Conn., 
from 1842 to 1847, then made a final move to Worces- 
ter, where Allen & Thurber,the company, remained un- 
til 1865. (See also Allen & Wheelock and Ethan Allen & 
Co.)

After their Uncle Tom Wheelock died, Sullivan Fo- 
rehand and Henry Wadsworth became the “& Co." 
principals of Ethan Allen & Co., formerly Allen & 
Wheelock. Both Forehand and Wadsworth married Al- 
len’s daughters and continued the family business 
with their father-in-law, producing pepperboxes, un- 
derhammer pistols, revolvers and rifles. After Allen 
died in 1871, his sons-in-law carried on the gunmaking 
legacy, which endured almost until the turn of the cen- 
tury. (See also Forehand & Wadsworth, Allen & Whee- 
lock.)

Samuel Colt whittled out the first model of a new re- 
volving firearm, with automatic revolution and locking 
cylinder, while signed aboard the Brig Corlo on a re- 
turn voyage from India. Shortly after returning to 
America, Colt obtained a patent on his invention, and 
in 1831 he commissioned a gunsmith to work on his 
first models. During the years between 1832 and 1836, 
several Colt pistols, rifles and one shotgun were pro- 
duced in Albany, Baltimore and Hartford. 

Colt's first factory was opened in Paterson, N.J., on 
March 5, 1836, in an unused section of a silk 
mill—calling it the Patent Arms Manufacturing Co. But 
due to lack of business, the Paterson operation failed 
and closed permanently in 1842, although valuable ex- 
perience was gained in the process. 

The Colt revolving system is said to have been the 
first practical system of its kind, as it used a pawl on 
the hammer engaging a ratchet on the end of the cyl- 
inder to rotate the cylinder automatically during firing. 

Samuel Colt died on January 10, 1862, but Colt In- 
dustries in Hartford is still producing fine firearms 
based on Colt's original 1830s' patents.

HENRY DERINGER JR.

Henry Deringer Jr. was born in Easton, Penn., on Oc- 
tober 26, 1786. At age 20, he set up shop at 612 North 
Front Street in Philadelphia, producing flintlock pis- 
tols and muskets under Government contracts for the 
U. S. Army. 

Deringer also catered to the civilian market with 
flintlock and percussion hunting rifles, along with 
cased dueling pistols. In 1831, he developed the per- 
cussion pistol or short-rifled barrel with heavy caliber 
that became the prototype of what is known as the 
"derringer." (Note the one “r” in the surname vs. the 
two in the pistol name.) 

The Deringer Pocket Pistol experienced large sales 
in the South, and this market spread to the Pacific 
Coast during the gold rush years. Deringer's pistols 
were copied, and even his name and trademark were 
stamped on the lockplate and breech of the barrel. 
These circumstances led to the famous lawsuit of 
Henry Deringer vs. A. J. Plate. Unfortunately, before 
the suit was settled, Deringed died in Philadelphia on 
February 26, 1868, in his 81st year. The damages were 
awarded to his estate in the final settlement. 

The firm continued for a while under the direction of 
Dr. Jonathan Clark, a son-in-law, and other relatives 
(see Deringer Rifle & Pistol Works).

This manufacturer of metallic cartridge revolvers, 
shotguns and rifles was founded in 1871 in Worcester, 
Mass.,asa partnership between Iver Johnson and Mar- 
tin Bye. Twelve years later Johnson became the sole 
owner, moved the operation to Fitchburg and renamed 
the company by the above designation, an identity the 
firm enjoyed for almost 100 years. Modern manage- 
ment has abbreviated the name to Iver Johnson's 
Arms, and after several changing of hands, the com- 
pany relocated to Jacksonville, Arkansas, where today 
it markets primarily shotguns and rifles. 

Most Iver Johnson revolvers are distinguished by the 
owl-head design on the upper part of the grip and the 


company name imprint. Many handguns of early Iver 
Johnson manufacture, however, did not bear the com- 
pany name. Now collector's items, these carried a spur 
trigger and were marketed under trade names such as 
"Eclipse," “Tycoon,” etc.

"Segallas" was a common alias of gunmakers of the 
18th century who, for sales purposes, wished to dis- 
guise their true identity. Pistols stamped with this 
name (spelled a variety of ways) often bore markings of 
"PARIS" and “DUBLIN” in addition to "LONDON." The 
guns were made exclusively of metal and were inex- 
pensively produced, although to the inexperienced 
eye, they did appear well done on the surface. They 
could carry any number of barrels of the turn-off type, 
which allowed the shooter to screw them off for easy 
loading from the breech. The ball was held firmly in its 
breech cup when the barrel was screwed back in, thus 
eliminating the need fora patch. These guns were quite 
accurate and a good examples of early breechloaders.

Christian Sharps filed for his first patent in 1848 
while living in Cincinnati, Ohio. This patent was for his 
famous falling breechblock used in breechloading ri- 
fles. His first plant was in Mill Creek, Penn., where his 
early rifles were made. In 1851 he moved to Hartford, 
Conn., forming the Sharps Rifle Mfg. Co., from which he 
received royalties on the rifles produced. After a few, 
short tumultuous years, he left the company in 1853 
and broke relations completely. 

The Hartford-based company continued to manufac- 
ture rifles and received many government contracts 
during the Civil War. In 1876 the operation moved to 
Bridgeport, Conn., where it carried on until the firm 
went out of business in 1881. 

Meanwhile, Christian Sharps returned to Philadel- 
phia and in 1854 formed C. Sharps & Company, which 
manufactured pistols only. In 1862, he formed the part- 
nership of Sharps and Hankins, producing pepper- 
boxes based on Sharps’ patent of 1859 (see below) and 
military rifles and carbines for Civil War use. In 1866 
the partnership was dissolved and Sharps went back to 
his former firm name, C. Sharps & Company, which it 
remained until his death in 1874.

SMITH & WESSON, INC. 
Springfield, Massachusetts 


Daniel Baird Wesson and Horace Smith began man- 
ufacture of the famous Volcanic Action Repeating Pis- 
tol in Norwich, Conn.,in 1854. In 1856 the Smith & 
Wesson patents were released to Oliver Winchester 
and others, resulting in the eventual formation of the 
Winchester Repeating Arms Co. (See separate history). 

Manufacture of the first revolver to use self-con- 
tained ammunition began in a Market Street delivery 
stable in Springfield, Mass., with 25 employees. In 
1859 the first building in the present location was 
erected. With the advent of the Civil War, Government 
orders expanded the business to 600 employees, and 
hundreds of thousands of arms were produced. 

In 1870 Smith & Wesson designed the .44 Russian 
Model for the Russian Imperial Army and delivered 
huge numbers of them. Five years later, the .45 Scho- 
field Model was adopted by the U.S., and it is reliably 
reported that General Custer used this model in his 
historical "Last Stand" at the Battle of Little Bighorn. 

The year 1880 saw the introduction of the double-ac- 
tion type of revolver and the .44 caliber became im- 
mensely popular with Western peace officers. Near the 
end of that decade the Safety Hammerless revolver was 
brought out, making a much safer revolver that low- 
ered the chances of accidental discharge. The firm of 
Smith & Wesson successfully produced firearms well 
into the 20th century and is still in business today.

Both sin- 
gle and double action revolvers were purchased under 
U.S. Government contracts during the Civil War and 
played a major part of the conflict (see U.S. Military Re- 
volvers).

WHEELLOCK PISTOLS

The wheel lock was invented in Nuremberg about 
1517 and was used on firearms at the siege of Parma in 
1521 before being taken to England circa 1530. An im- 
provement over the earlier match lock, the mechanism 
consisted of a steel wheel rasped at the edge, which 
protruded into a priming pan, a strong spring, and a 
cock into which was fixed a piece of pyrite. The wheel 
fit on the square end of an axle or a spindle, to which 
the spring was connected by a chain swivel. The cock 
was so fitted that it could be moved backwards or for- 
wards at will. A strong spring was connected with it to 
keep it in a secure position. 

When the gun was to be discharged, the lock was 
wound up by means of a key or spanner that fit on the 
axle or spindle, and the cock was let down to the prim- 
ing pan with the pyrite resting on the wheel. When the 
trigger was pressed, the wheel was released and put in 
motion, causing sparks to be emitted, which ignited 
the powder in the priming pan. The wheel lock fre- 
quently misfired, as the pyrites were ofa friable nature 
and would sometimes break in the pan—impeding the 


free action of the wheel. Therefore, the old match was 
kept handy for use when required.

Rollin White was the patentee in 1855 of a revolver 
made with the cylinder bored end-to-end with a special 
cartridge. It was this patent that Smith & Wesson later 
purchased, which many firearms companies tried to 
duplicate or adapt, often with legal consequences. Dur- 
ing the Civil War, however, when S&W had difficulty 
fulfilling government contracts for military arms be- 
cause of heavy demand, Rollin White Arms was com- 
missioned by S&W to manufacture guns. The company 
operated from 1861 to 1864, after which time under 
new management sans White, it became the Lowell 
Arms Company (see separate listing).

In the mid-1850s, Horace Smith and Daniel Wesson 
manufactured the first “Volcanic,” an iron-frame, le- 
ver-action repeating pistol. When the firm was incor- 
porated as the Volcanic Repeating Arms Company of 
Norwich, Conn., Oliver Winchester became a major 
investor. By 1857 production of a brass-frame Volcanic 
had been well under way. Unfortunately, the company 
met with dim financial success and Smith & Wesson 
sold their assests and patents to the Volcanic firm, 
which were, in turn, acquired by the clothing manufac- 
turer-turned-gunmaker Winchester. Production was 
moved to New Haven and Volcanic Arms became New 
Haven Arms Company. Manufacture of the brass-frame 
Volcanic continued, with B. Tyler Henry at the helm.

AMERICAN KENTUCKY 
FLINTLOCK PISTOLS 


The "Kentucky" pistol was the shorter counterpart 
of the famed Kentucky rifles and, like the rifle, the ma- 
jority of the Kentucky pistols were manufactured in 
Pennsylvania. Some may be unmarked; others will 
have initials of the makers, while still others will have 
the complete name and address—although the spell- 
ing has been known to vary in some cases. Specifica- 
tions for "typical" Kentucky pistols are detailed below, 
followed by a listing of gunmakers who were known to 
have produced Kentucky pistols of varying quality; ap- 
proximate dates of production are indicated. Separate, 
additional listings appear at the end of this section, 
which reflect more definitive information and values 
about particular manufacturers' pistols.

U.S. MILITARY HANDGUNS 


Most of the handguns featured in the following sec- 
tion were contracted by the federal government for use 
by the military services. The Rappahannock Forge Flin- 
tlock Pistol, however, dates back to about 1775, even 
before the United States was officially a recognized na- 
tion; it is considered a military arm since it was used 
by the State of Virginia during the Revolutionary War. 
During the 19th century, Colt handguns were particu- 
larly popular, and a separate grouping details the pis- 
tols and revolvers of Colt manufacture that were issued 
to the military. The other two groupings contain U.S. 
Military pistols and revolvers that were produced by 
various manufacturers.

CHAPTER TWO 


‘RIFLES 
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Until about 125 years ago, most long arms were 
muzzleloaders. They were loaded from the muz- 
zle or mouth of the barrel with black powder and 
a lead projectile that was either a round ball or a 
conical bullet. The earliest long arms had smooth 
bores and, by name, were known as arquebuses 
and blunderbusses, muskets and fowling pieces. 

Although loading from the breech or back of 
the barrel had been tried prior to this time, all 
such arms leaked powder gasatthe breech, weak- 
ening the charge, and often burned the hand or 
face of the shooter. It was not until about 1860 
that breechloaders first became practical be- 
cause of fixed ammunition, that is, a cartridge 
with a metallic cartridge case that acted as a gas 
shield. 

The earliest muzzleloaders were fired by a slow 
match applied to a “touch hole" that was located 
at the breech. Later the charge was set off by a 
shower of sparks from steel and flint, first by a 
wheellock wound up by a special key, and then by 
a more practical device called a flint lock. Thus, a 
gun was composed of “lock, stock, and barrel," 
an expression for completeness that is still fre- 
quently used today. Flintlock firearms were 
“primed” by fine black powder carried in a “pan” 
into which the sparks from the contact of flint 
and steel were showered. But sometimes the 
priming powder jarred away from the touch hole 
and went off with a flash that failed to set off the 
powder charge in the barrel. This was called a 
"flash in the pan." 

Smoothbore muskets were far from accurate. 
"Don't fire until you see the whites of their eyes," 
was shouted at Bunker Hill for good reason. Hits 
beyond fifty yards became more and more un- 
likely as the range increased from shooter to tar- 
get Before the advent of Kentucky rifles, 
European gunmakers had discovered that 


grooves in a barrel enabled tighter fitting bullets 
to be rammed down the barrel easily. If the 
grooves were spiraled so the bullet spun, accu- 
racy was immensely improved. This process of 
grooving the barrels was called “rifling,” from 
which the word “rifle” developed. 

About 1725, German gunsmiths in Pennsylva- 
nia were producing the famous "Kentucky" pat- 
tern flintlock rifles. These were light, very 
accurate, and being of smaller bore, were eco- 
nomical of lead and powder, which were scarce 
items along the frontier. 

The next great improvement in firearms was 
the invention of the percussion cap in the early 
1800s. The Civil War was fought mainly with per- 
cussion-cap, muzzleloading rifles using conical 
lead “Minie” balls. Today's primer is simply a re- 
finement of the “cap” that fit over a "nipple" that 
extended into the breech. The hollow-faced ham- 
mer, on hitting the cap, exploded the fulminate 
compound in the cap, which shot a stream of 
flame through the hollow nipple into the powder 
charge. Bullets began to assume a conical shape, 
but most were of large caliber and were flatter and 
shorter compared to the slimmer, more elon- 
gated bullets of modern design. 

Practical breechloaders began to appear at the 
end of the Civil War. Some were used in the Civil 
War, primarily by Union troops. Most notable 
among them were the Spencer and Henry car- 
bines, both practical repeating rifles using the 
then recently invented metallic cartridge. These 
rifles used rimfire, coppercased cartridges of rel- 
atively low power by modern standards. 

With sturdier, stronger brass cases and center- 
fire primers, heavier loads and the rifles to use 
them went hand in hand. Knockdown power was 
obtained by large caliber, heavy bullets propelled 
to the limit of black powder velocities, black pow- 


der being the only type of powder known at the 
time. Still, velocities were very low by present-day 
standards and the path of the bullet's flight was 
highly curved—limiting its range, for most shoot- 
ers, to about 150 yards. If you've heard stories of 
the old buffalo hunters downing their game at 
ranges of 500 or even 1000 yards, remember, 
these were professional hunters who had fired 
hundreds of rounds through their Sharps' to be 
able to shoot this well. 

The advent of smokeless powder brought far- 
reaching changes. Among these was a great in- 
crease in velocity. By reducing bullet diameter 
and weight, striking energy was amplified by in- 
creased velocities that were nearly double those 
obtained with black powder. This, in turn, meant 
a much flatter shooting rifle, as the force of grav- 
ity had less time to blow the bullet off its course. 
Also, the target was not obscured by smoke. 

On the following pages you will see all types of 
muskets, musketoons, carbines and rifles that 
span the early days until about 1900. For your 
ease in locating specific firearms, the section is 
divided into groupings:

BALLARD RIFLES 
Massachusetts and Connecticut 


The Ballard Rifle was patented by C. H. Ballard in 
1861 and was used for military, sporting and target 
purposes for nearly thirty years. It was originally man- 
ufactured by Ball & Williams of Worcester, Mass., but 
by 1866, the firm was reorganized and was succeeded 
by the Merrimack Arms Mfg. Co. of Newburyport, Mass. 
(see separate listing). Merrimack manufactured var- 
ious Ballard rifles and shotguns until they, too, went 
through a reorganization; in 1869 they were succeeded 
by the Brown Manufacturing Co. also of Newburyport. 

On July 23, 1873, Brown Manufacturing was sold un- 
der foreclosure proceedings to a Mr. Daly of Schover- 
ling & Daly. This firm then made arrangements with 
John M. Marlin of Marlin Firearms in Connecticut to 
manufacture the Ballard rifles beginning in 1875. Mar- 
lin continued to produce the Ballard rifle until 1888, 
when the newer repeating rifles made the Ballard un- 
practical for hunting purposes. 

Although Ballard rifles were not manufactured after 
1888, they were still used by many target shooters well 
into the twentieth century and had the reputation of 
being super-accurate target guns. These same fine 
guns are highly coveted today by collectors all over the 
world.

Be that as it 
may, the Blake rifles were very strong and of excellent 
design and balance. The superior workmanship on all 
Blake rifles make them very attractive collectors’ 
items.

The Bullard Repeating Arms Co. is best known for its 
development in the late 1880s of a lever-action repeat- 
ing rifle, patented by former S&W mechanic and inven- 
tor, James H. Bullard. Although the gun had the 
general external appearance of the Winchester, the 
Bullard mechanism is entirely different. Before start- 
ing his own company, Bullard was responsible for in- 
venting a simplified extractor mechanism used on the 
S&W No. 3 Single Action New Model Revolver. 


The Bullard company also manufactured single-shot 
rifles in all calibers from the .22 short to the big.50-115 
Bullard—a special cartridge believed to have been 
adapted to no other rifle. 

Bullard rifles were made of the finest forged steel of 
the day, utilizing the best in workmanship. Because of 
its excellence, it is believed that pressure was brought 
to bear by other manufacturers and the firm was pur- 
chased by Winchester in 1889 after being in business 
for only two years. The following rifles were made dur- 
ing that brief two-year period.

The Colt's Patent Fire Arms Manufacturing Co. is 
known mainly for the invention and development of the 
first successful revolver, and therein lies Samuel 
Colt's personal claim to fame. However, the Colt firm 
also produced thousands of rifles, mostly of the re- 
volving type, but lever-action and slide-action types as 
well. 

Itis not known exactly how many different variations 
of repeating rifles were turned out by the Colt factory, 
as researchers tend to disagree, but the following is an 
attempt at listing as many as could be found at this 
time.

Warren E. Evans of Thomaston, Maine, was granted 
patents covering his unique rifle on December 8, 1868, 
and again on September 18, 1871. 

The Evans rifles were manufactured in two distinct 
models known as the "old" and the "new." Both had a 
special four-column fluted magazine within the butt 
that held a maximum of 34 cartridges—making the Ev- 
ans the greatest capacity repeating rifle ever to be 
placed on the market. The original Evans cartridge had 
a 215-grain lead bullet backed with 28 grains of black 
powder.

Eliphalet Remington Jr. made his first rifle in 1816 
as a young man. With his father, he produced custom 
rifles and gun parts at Ilion Gorge, N.Y. In 1828 they 
moved to a larger facility in Ilion, N.Y., to accommodate 
their growing business, only to be met with tragedy in 
the death of Eliphalet Sr. Undaunted, the son contin- 
ued to expand the manufacturing operation and by 
1844 he was able to take his son, Philo, into the busi- 
ness, changing the name to E. Remington & Son. Many 
U.S. Government contracts for rifles, carbines and 
eventually handguns were awarded to the Remingtons,

so that by 1856 the volume of business was great 
enough for Remington to take his other two sons into 
the business. The partnership formed, "E. Remington 
& Sons" continued from 1856 to 1865, when a corpo- 
ration was formed. For more than twenty years the cor- 
poration successfully produced a variety of popular 
guns, until 1886 when it suffered severe loses, and 
failed. Two years later, Hartley and Graham, partners 
and founders of the Union Metallic Cartridge Co. of 
Bridgeport, Conn., purchased controlling interest in 
what became the Remington Arms Company. Other 
investors entered into the picture from time to time, 
but the firm is still in operation under the same name 
and is now a subsidiary of the du Pont Corporation.

Arthur W. Savage had experimented with a new type 
of lever-action rifle for military use before he incorpor- 
ated his enterprise on April 5, 1894. Although the in- 
corporation was contracted under the laws of West 
Virginia, the principal offices were located in Utica, 
N.Y. In December of 1897, the business was re-incor- 
porated under the name of the "Savage Arms Com- 
pany," under which Savage introduced and made 
famous the various Savage rifles, some of which are de- 
scribed below. 

Savage's success lasted until about 1915, when the 
Driggs-Seabury Ordnance Co. of Sharon, Penn., bought 
the business. For a short time, the name was changed 
to the Driggs-Seabury Corporation, but in 1917 the 
firm became the Savage Arms Corporation, which is 
still in operation today in Westfield, Mass.

Christian Sharps founded the Sharps Rifle Manufac- 
turing Company in Hartford, where it began operation 
in October 1851. After two years of problems with 
"management," Sharps himself left the company and 
formed another firm under his name in Philadelphia 
(see C. Sharps & Co. under Handguns). There for a 
short time during the Civil War, he collaborated with 
Williams Hankins, producing handguns as well as ri- 
fles (see also Sharps & Hankins under Rifles). 

The Sharps Rifle Mfg. Company in Hartford, however, 
continued to manufacture rifles without any assis- 
tance or apparent contact with Christian Sharps, and 
in 1874 it changed its name to simply the Sharps Rifle 
Company. In 1876 the operation was transferred to 
Bridgeport, Conn., where it remained until 1881, when 
it folded.

Christian Sharps and William Hankins collaborated 
during the Civil War to produce handguns and long 
arms primarily for military use. Sharps had before this 
time organized the Sharps Rifle Manufacturing Com- 
pany (see separate listing), which had nothing to do 
with the Sharps & Hankins operation in Philadelphia.

Joshua Stevens started out as a toolmaker in Ches- 
ter, Mass., his home town, then went to work for Cyrus 
Allen, a gunmaker in Springfield, Mass. For a short 
time he was employed by a small arms manufacturer in 
Hartford, Conn. before moving to Chicopee Falls, 
where he began working for the Massachusetts Arms 
Company. 

At age 50, after receiving a patent on a simple breech- 
loading single shot pistol, Stevens decided to start his 
own arms making business, J. Stevens & Company. 
The first plant was located in a converted grist mill 
along the Chicopee River and produced a small single 
shot pistol in pocket and vest pocket models, based on 
Stevens' patent of September 6, 1864. It also turned out 
precision machinists' tools, which probably kept the 
company afloat in its early days. 

In 1886, the company was incorporated as the J. Ste- 
vens Arms & Tool Company. By this time, Stevens was 
building target rifles and introduced many new car- 
tridges to the shooting fraternity of a century or more 
ago. Of the Stevens rifle series, the Old Model Pocket 
rifles were among the first. These rifles were very light 
in weight (and strength), and eventually were followed 
by the heavier target rifles. The firm manufactured the 
Stevens Tip-Up or “Favorite” 22 single shot rifle, a pop- 
ular arm of the day. All of the Stevens rifles are choice 
among today's collectors. 

Joshua Stevens remained with the firm until 1896 
when he sold his interests in the business. The J. Ste- 
vens Arms & Tool Company became a subsidiary of 
Savage Arms in 1936. 
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Although today a subsidiary of Savage Arms, the J. Stevens & Co. enterprise was launched in 1864 in an old 
grist mill along the Chicopee River. For many years, it produced popular pocket rifles and was one of the 


leading arms manufacturers of its time.

The original Whitney firearms business was founded 
by Eli Whitney, born in 1763 and today well-known as 
the inventor of the cotton gin. Many of Whitney's pat- 
ents were used by other manufacturers, but Whitney 
also manufactured several models under his own 
name. 

Eli Whitney established his firearms factory in 1798 
in Hampton, Conn., when he received a Government 
contract for 10,000 muskets to be delivered within two 
years. He received another contract for 15,000 mus- 
kets and a few years later, an additional contract for 
3,000 more. His fourth contract called for still another 
15,000 muskets. 

On January 8, 1825, Whitney died in New Haven, and 
his two nephews, Philos and Eli Whitney Blake carried 
on the business. Eli Whitney Jr. came into control of 
the business in 1841,and the following year he was of- 
fered a Government contract for the Whitney Navy Per- 
cussion Musket, which was the first percussion arm 
made by the Whitney Company. 

The Whitney Arms Co. continued to make muskets, 
rifles, carbines and revolvers for the government, as 
well as some sporting arms. The last rifles made were 
Kennedy magazine rifles, patented January 7, 1873. 
The Whitney plant ceased operation in 1888.

WINCHESTER REPEATING ARMS CO.

Although Oliver F. Winchester had offered financial 
backing to firearms makers earlier, he did not meet 
with financial success until he hired an engineering 
genius named B. Tyler Henry. A resident of Windsor, 
Vt., Henry completely revolutionized the firearms in- 
dustry with the .44 Henry cartridge and a complemen- 
tary lever-action repeater known as the .44 Henry Rifle. 
This popular arm was based on U.S. Patent No. 30,446, 
granted to Henry on October 16, 1860, and later as- 
signed to Oliver Winchester. In 1860, Winchester's 
firm, the New Haven Arms Company, concentrated on 
this one rifle, producing numerous grades in qual- 
ity—from the plainest to the most elaborately deco- 
rated and engraved.

In 1866, with his firearms business flourishing, Win- 
chester decided to terminate the affairs of the New Ha- 
ven Arms Co. and expand the business under his own 
name. The Winchester Repeating Arms Company was 
based in Bridgeport, Conn., where it operated until 
1870. At that time a new plant was built in New Haven 
and the firm moved back to Winchester's home town. 
From then on, and well into the 20th century, the Win- 
chester Company thrived, developing many successful 
rifles and shotguns. At one time, it was the largest 
manufacturer of firearms in the world.

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SUCCESSFUL RIFLE MAGAZINES 


Six basic types of magazines were successfully 
employed in military rifles and carbines during 
the last half of the 19th century and into the 20th. 


1. The first type of magazine was the invention 
of B. Tyler Henry, introduced in the United States 
with the famous lever-action Henry Rifle in 1860. 
In this rifle magazine, the cartridges are inserted 
in a tube underneath the barrel and fed into the 
chamber by a coiled spring. In addition to the 
Henry Rifle, it has been used in the Ball, U.S., 
1863; the Swiss Vetterli, 1874; the French Kro- 
patschek, 1878; the Lebel, 1886; and others. 


2. The next magazine to be brought out was 
the Spencer type, with the feed tube in the butts- 
tock. Christopher Spencer was the inventor in 
1860. Other rifles that used this were the U.S. 
models Triplett and Scott, 1865; the Hotchkiss 
1878 and 1883 models; the Chaffee-Reece, 1884; 
the Evans, 1885; the Austrian Mannlicher, 1880; 
and the Chinese Schulhof, 1884. 


3. Thethird type was the invention of James P. 
Lee, dated 1879. This is the first of the centrally 
located magazines. Initially the cartridges were 
loaded one ata time, but latera clip was designed. 
Some famous guns have used this system, nota- 
bly the Remington-Lee, U.S.N., 1880; the Italian 
Vetterli-Vitali, 1887; the Dutch Beaumont-Vitali, 
1888; the Mannlicher, 1888; the Belgian Mauser, 
1889; the Canadian Ross Mark III; the English 
Lee-Enfield, 1892-1921; the Winchester Model 
1895; and the Lee Straight Pull, U.S.N., 1895; and 
others. 


4. The fourth type is the famous Mauser de- 
sign—the most successful of all rifle magazine 
systems. First introduced in the Spanish Model 
of 1893, this magazine is berthed entirely within 
the stock. It was also used in the U.S. Springfield 
1903, and the Mausers dated 1895, 1896, 1898, 
1899, 1902, 1903, 1904 and 1917. 


5. The fifth system is the Krag-Jorgensen, in- 
vented by two Danish military officers. In this 
system, the cartridges are loaded singly and fed 
byaspring from the right side to the left, and then 
upwards into the chamber. It was introduced in 
the Danish Model of 1889, and used in Norway in 
1894 and in the U.S. in 1892. 


6. The last magazine type is the Schulhof, a 
product of Austria in 1888. This system revolves 
the cartridges on a ratchet wheel, and with a bolt, 
the top shell is forced into the chamber. Shells 
were loaded either by clip or singly in the Greek 
Mannlicher-Schoenauer; the U.S. Savage Mann- 
licher, 1887, 1888, and 1900; and the Blake Rifle, 
1895. 
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AMERICAN KENTUCKY 
FLINTLOCK RIFLES 


The Kentucky rifle was America's first great contri- 
bution to firearms technology. This type of rifle was 
born on the frontier around 1750 and was developed by 
gunsmiths who were artists as well as mechanics. 
These accurate rifles were made well into the 1800s 
until the development of the percussion cap around 
1830. In general, the age of the Kentucky Rifle is usu- 
ally considered to be between 1750 and 1850, when it 
made its most important contributions to American 
history. 

Although called “Kentucky” Rifle, the main center of 
its production was Pennsylvania. But regardless of its 
origin, it was the supreme American hunting rifle for 
the period—at least for the eastern half of the country. 
The typical rifle averaged .50 caliber, had barrels of 42 
to 46 inches, with both full and half-length stocks of 
curly maple. The butt plate was crescent-shaped to fit 
the shoulder snugly, and the patch box was usually an 
integral part of the buttstock. A cheekpiece was stan- 
dard on most models. 

The Kentucky Rifle started to decline in popularity 
soon after the introduction of the successful percus- 
sion lock rifles. Some rifles, however, continued to be 
made long after cartridge rifles came into use. Cur- 
rently, many reproduction models are being manufac- 
tured for blackpowder enthusiasts. The following are 
some of the more well-known original Kentucky Rifle 
makers.

Firearms used by the Confederacy are usually 
grouped into five general categories: U.S. arms already 
in possession of the Southern troops: U.S. arms cap- 
tured by the Confederacy; arms imported from abroad; 
firearms manufactured by the southern states, and pri- 
vate firearms owned by individuals. 

Rifles manufactured by the Union may be found in 
the section on U.S. Military Breechloading Carbines, 
while privately owned firearms may be found under in- 
dividual listings. The firearms that follow were those 
most often found in use by the Confederacy and were 
for the most part either manufactured in the South or 
"adapted" by Southern armories.

The first U.S. Military muskets were known as the 
"Committee of Safety" arms. In the spring of 1775 the 
13 colonies, through the various "Committees," pro- 
vided muskets to arm the patriots for the ensuing 
"Revolution." The arms were produced by about 200 
different gunsmiths, so wide variations are common. 
Some were stamped with the maker's name; some with 
simply an initial, and some without any markings at all. 
From about 1774 to 1775, the letters "C.P."—to des- 
ignate "Continental Property "—were used. After Sep- 


tember 9, 1776, the marking “U.S.” was added to most 
arms. The later models were of course used during 
other wars and some were even converted to percus- 
sion and employed during the Civil War.

CHAPTER THREE 


SHOTGUNS 
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Shotguns trace their descent from the ancient 
bell-mouth blunderbuss. The fowling piece that 
developed after that was simply a shorter, lighter 
version of the smoothbore musket. 

The slow ignition of flintlock arms limited the 
success of hitting birds on the wing, and fowling 
pieces were seldom used until the introduction 
of the percussion cap. With its more rapid igni- 
tion, wing shooting became more practical. 

The average shooter of the 1800s found that the 
.69 caliber smoothbore musket, loaded with a 
charge of shot pellets, served well enough for sit- 
ting ducks. But rifles barrels were unsuited for 
shot loads. As rifled barrels started to replace the 
smoothbore musket and bores gradually became 
smaller in size, a special fowling gun was devel- 
oped. This fowling piece started to be called 
"shotgun" and was made with both single and 
double barrels. It rapidly acquired the character- 
istics that are found in the single-shot and side- 
by-side double-barreled shotguns of today. 

Although breechloading shotguns appeared 
earlier, they did not come into common usage un- 
til about 1880, when the modern shotshell 
evolved. Shortly after, choke boring was discov- 
ered. By constricting the bore at the muzzle, it 
was found that a gun would throw a narrower, 
denser pattern of shot, tremendously extending 
its effective range. Except for minor refinements 
in design, metallurgy and the new operating con- 
cepts, the early breechloading shotguns were 
very similar to the designs in use today. 


Like its muzzleloading predecessor, the fowl- 
ing piece, the breechloading shotgun utilized a 
smooth bore of relatively large size to accommo- 
date the load of shot pellets. The size of the bore, 
as the British call it, or gauge, as the Americans 
call it, is derived from the number of round lead 
balls required to make a pound. For example, a 
12-gauge gun has a bore, which, if it had no 
choke, would accept one round ball—12 of which 
would weigh a pound. This antiquated means of 
measurement is longer used by manufacturers, 
but it has stuck in the marketplace because it 
serves its descriptive purpose well. The smaller 
the number, the larger the gauge. Twelve-gauge 
shotguns have larger diameter barrels than 16 
gauge guns; 16 gauge are larger than 20 gauge, 
and so on. The .410 bore is the exception; it is the 
actual barrel diameter of .410", which is equiva- 
lent to about a 67 gauge. Since this size bore was 
a relative late-comer, it has escaped the older no- 
menclature. 

Shotgun ammunition in England is termed 
"cartridge" , but ‘‘shotshells”’ is the common 
term in the United States. For information on the 
composition of shotshells, please turn to Shot- 
shells in the Obsolete Cartridges Section. 

Although the production and variety of 19th- 
century shotguns does not approximate that of 
either handguns or rifles, the following pages 
contain an assortment of shotgun makers and 
models, many of which are of foreign origin.

The Crescent Firearms Company was founded about 
1888 and operated in Norwich, Conn. It has been said 
that this company was the most prolific of all manufac- 
turers of private label guns, producing not less than 
100 different brand names. 

In 1893, Crescent was purchased by H & D Folsom 
Arms Company of New York City (see separate listing). 
This firm sold guns manufactured by Crescent under a 
variety of names. In fact, if a certain number of the 
same model of gun was ordered, the buyer could have 
almost any label he wished stamped on the arm. For 
this reason, many hardware stores of the time, who al- 
ways sold dozens of single- and double-barreled shot- 
guns each year, had their own firm name stamped on 
the guns— providing even more confusion among gun 
collectors. The following shotguns were known to have 
been produced by the Crescent Firearms Co. and car- 
ried any of the brand names or private labels in the list- 
ing that follows them. In effect, all of the double- 
barreled side-by-side shotguns, for example, were 
identical, except for the names stamped on them.

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The Damascus barrels that were an integral 
part of many 19th-century shotguns are distinc- 
tive for their often intricate patterning. The term 
"Damascus" is derived from the ancient Middle 
Eastern city of the same name, the capital of now 
modern Syria. In this city, swords were forged 
with wavy patterns, and it is from these patterns 
that the barrels borrow their distinction. 

Damascus barrels consisted of a combina- 
tion of forged iron and steel strips that were 
braided in different forms into a band. The band 
was then wound around a mandrel and welded. 
The manufacture proceeded gradually as the 
form was worked with light hammering until all 
the small rods or wires were joined into a solid 
piece. The mandrel used as the form was then re- 
moved by boring it out. Depending upon how the 
wires were braided and twisted, a more or less 
fine Damascus-like or damascened pattern would 
appear upon the finished barrel after browning or 
bluing. The finer and more regular the patterning, 
the greater the worth of the barrel. 

Because of the construction, these barrels 
were lighter and usually stronger than their pred- 
ecessors. Not only did these features make pro-

duction cheaper, but demand for them increased 
considerably, because, especially with double- 
barreled shotguns, for example, carrying them 
into the field was all the more easy. 

Confidence in the quality of Damascus bar- 
rels was so great before the turn of the century 
that even ordinary steel barrels were either 
painted or covered with decalcomania to imitate 
the real damascened patterns. 

The cheapest Damascus barrels were the so- 
called “band” Damascus barrels. Better grades, 
based on the quality of the workmanship, are the 
"Horseshoe," "Rose," "Bernard," ''Crolle," 
"Moire," and "Laminette.' Other fine types of Da- 
mascus were the “Laminated Steel," type and 
"Genuine Damascus" made in England. The pri- 
mary source of Damascus barrels, however, was 
Belgium, specifically the Liège area, and about 
one-third of all the Belgian shotguns produced 
before 1900 nad Damascus barrels. 

New technology in metallurgy, however, has 
all but made Damascus barrels obsolete in terms 
of use. They will take only blackpowder loads 
and not the modern smokeless loads of today.

In about 1893, H & D Folsom purchased the Bacon 
Arms Company as well as Crescent Firearms Company 
(see separate listings). These two companies pro- 
duced, and Folsom sold, a vast number of firearms un- 
der a host of brand names, probably around 100 
different ones. 

During this same period, Folsom Arms imported 
thousands of firearms from Europe (primarily Bel- 
gium) and sold them under a variety of private labels. 
Firearms manufactured in Europe are readily identifi- 
able by the European proof marks on the underside of 
the barrels. The H & D Folsom Arms Co. was purchased 
by Savage Arms Corporation in 1931.

IVER JOHNSON'S ARMS & CYCLE 
WORKS 
Fitchburg, Massachusetts 


Iver Johnson, from Norway, and Martin Bye, from 
Sweden, joined efforts in 1871 to manufacture muzzle- 
loading pistols under the firm name of Johnson, Bye 
and Co. The original firm, quite small, consisted of the 
two gunsmiths and a staff of three assistants. They oc- 
cupied two rooms in a building in Worcester, Mass. 
However, in 1873 they purchased a five-story building 
and rapid expansion followed. 

In 1883 after Bye retired, Johnson changed the name 
twice until in 1884 the company became known as Iver 
Johnson's Arms & Cycle Works, relocated in Fitch- 
burg. This company produced bicycles, and it was as a 
bicycle manufacturer that the firm name became a 
household word. In addition to bicycles, however, the 
plant made a great assortment of revolvers and pistols 
(see Handgun Section), as well as single- and double- 
barreled shotguns. They also sold a line of police 
equipment, handcuffs and accessories.

Casimir Lefaucheux (1802-1852) was a French gun- 
maker who invented the pinfire cartridge in the 1830s, 
which was covered in the 1835 addition to his initial 
1832 patent. His son, Eugene, carried on the gunmak- 
ing tradition and helped introduce pinfire cartridge re- 
volvers to the world during the mid-19th century (see 
separate listing under Handguns). The shotgun de- 
tailed below was one of the first to use pinfire car- 
tridges.

LEFEVER ARMS CO. 
Syracuse, New York 


Daniel “Uncle Dan” Lefever learned his trade as a 
gunsmith in Rochester, New York. When the Civil War 
broke out in 1861, Lefever hada little gun shop in Can- 
andaigua, N.Y., where he made superior rifles for some 
ofthe sharpshooters in the Northern Army. A few years 
later he moved to Auburn, where he did high-class 
gunsmithing and produced a few shotguns on special 
order. The Lefever was the first double-barrel breech- 
loading hammerless gun made in America. 

The original breechloading Lefever hammerless was 
cocked by a side lever, which the shooter pushed down 
directly after firing the gun. This motion cocked the 
gun so it could be loaded and fired again. A short time 
later, however, this design was modified to cock the 
hammers automatically upon opening the breech. Pat- 
ents on the first Lefever hammerless were issued in 
1872. (For a brief time in the 1870s, Lefever partnered 
with John Nichols to make Nichols & Lefever fine grade 
shotguns with Damascus barrels.) 

From Auburn, Uncle Dan moved to Syracuse, where 
the Lefever Arms Company was incorporated in 1884. 
Lefever went into the extensive manufacture of shot- 
guns bearing his name, and for many years he super- 
intended the building of his famous line of hand- 
finished guns. 

In 1901,a few years before his death, Lefever sold his 
interests in Lefever Arms Co. and moved to Bowling 
Green, Ohio. There he started another factory under 
the name of D.M. Lefever & Son, which produced shot- 
guns until Lefever died in 1906. 

The Syracuse company, however, operated indepen- 
dently a little longer, and was eventually sold to the Ith- 
aca Gun Company of Ithaca, N.Y., in about 1915. 


Lefever shotguns are still coveted by collectors of fine 
shotguns, and continue to rise in price each year.

Under the leadership of Charles Parker, the first 
models of the commercial Parker Double Barrel Shot- 
gun were completed and marketed in 1868. It was a 
breechloading, 14-gauge shotgun with 29-inch barrels 
using outside primed ammunition, similar to the igni- 
tion system used on the Sharps carbine. 

The locking mechanism on the first Parker was op- 
erated by means of a lever under the breech mecha- 
nism, which was both crude and inconvenient when 
compared to the later shotgun development of the 
1870s. Therefore, with the help of designer Charles A. 
King, the Parker Shotgun was given a new streamlined 
locking system, using what has become known as the 
"doll's head" extension to the top rib of the barrel; also 
a hardened, tapered wedge was set into the vertical lug 
below the barrels. This design was so satisfactory that 
it remained an integral part of the Parker Shotgun until 
it was discontinued in the early 1940s. 

Although The Parker Gun is often referred to as an 
"American Classic," the laminated-twist barrels were 
manufactured in Belgium, as were the barrels for the 
majority of shotguns made in the United States at the 
time. 


Unlike some other types of antique firearms, the 
later Parker shotguns are worth more than the earlier 
models. One Parker A-1 Special in 28 gauge, for exam- 
ple, sold for the sum of $95,000 a few years ago ata New 
York auction. None of the antique varieties of the same 
shotgun will even approach this figure. You will find a 
broad range of prices in dealing with Parker shotguns, 
starting at $175 for the lowest grades, to about $9000 
for the highest quality with intricate engraving.

The official L.C. Smith 
Shotgun did not debut until 1884, however, and was 
the exposed-hammer double-barrel, side-by-side 
model, manufactured in Syracuse, N.Y. In 1886, a ham- 
merless model was introduced that established the 
reputation of performance and quality that the L.C. 
Smith shotgun still enjoys. 


In 1888, John Hunter Sr. of Fulton, N.Y., purchased 
the Smith gun business and moved the entire opera- 
tion to Fulton. The firm name was changed to Hunter 
Arms Co., but the name of the gun remained "The L.C. 
Smith Shotgun." Hunter Arms continued to manufac- 
ture L.C. Smith shotguns well into the 20th century 
until the Hunter holdings were sold prior to the out- 
break of WWI. The L.C. Smith name maintained its ap- 
pearance on newly manufactured firearms until 1971, 
when Marlin purchased the rights.

WINCHESTER REPEATING ARMS CO. 
New Haven, Connecticut 


The Winchester Repeating Arms Co., prior to 1879, 
manufactured only repeating rifles (see Winchester 
under Rifles). In 1876 the company experimented with 
a few handguns, but none were ever produced for pub- 
lic use. Owning to the popularity of double-barreled 
breechloading shotguns of the time, and because there 
was a shortage of such weapons in the U.S., an agent 
from Winchester was sent to Birmingham, England, to 
purchase a quantity of the cheaper grade English ''dou- 
bles." The first shipment of shotguns, purchased in 
1878 from W. C. McEntree & Company, Richard Rod- 
man, C. G. Bonehill, and some better grades from W. C. 
Scott & Sons, sold out so quickly that Winchester de- 
cided to purchase another quantity. This time it was 
the better grades marked with the Winchester name. 

These imported shotguns bearing the Winchester 
name were available in five grades and were offered be- 
tween 1879 and 1884, when serious consideration was 
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given to a Winchester-manufactured line of shotguns. 
The first was the Model 1887 Lever Action, followed by 
the Model 1893 Pump or Slide Action Repeating Shot- 
gun and finally an improved version of the 1893, called 
the Model 1897 Repeating Shotgun. These three 
models, offered in several grades, were the only true 
Winchester-produced shotguns before 1900.

CHAPTER FOUR 
"BLACKPOWDER 
‘REPLICAS 
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During the mid-1950s, a number of blackpow- 
der buffs began importing replica arms from Eu- 
rope. Although many take the credit for being the 
first, Turner Kirkland of Dixie Gun Works prob- 
ably offered the first production replica in 1955. 
This was a typical Kentucky rifle manufactured 
to Kirkland’s specifications in Belgium. Val For- 
gett of Navy Arms followed shortly thereafter with 
a basic Remington percussion revolver design 
manufactured in Italy. 

The sale of these replica arms surpassed all 
expectations, and sales quickly exceeded the 
supply. Eventually, other models were intro- 
duced by the major importers, and soon several 
additional firms entered into the replica busi- 
ness. Custom shops also sprang up in the United 
States where higher quality blackpowder arms 
were produced on a limited basis, similar to the 
custom cartridge rifles made to individual speci- 
fications. It did not take long for replica arms to 
become big business nationwide, and even the 
major firearms manufacturers scrambled for a 


piece of the pie. Colt brought back into produc- 
tion several of the original Colt percussion de- 
signs; H&R came out with a replica model of the 
1873 Springfield rifle chambered for the .45-70 
cartridge; and Ruger introduced a replica stain- 
less steel percussion revolver. The trend contin- 
ues today. 

Although replica arms are not antiques in the 
true sense, they are of great interest to antique 
collectors and shooters. Many blackpowder 
shooters who once utilized an original collector’s 
item now keep their highly prized collector 
pieces in the gun cabinet, and use one of the re- 
plicas for their shooting requirements. Also, 
there is a need for trading information on replica 
arms since many exchange hands each year, and 
detailed pricing information for used models is 
sometimes difficult to obtain. . . especially with 
identifying specifications. Thus, the reason for 
including this section in Antique Guns — The 
Collector’s Guide.

In January 1979, Colt Firearms, a division of Colt In- 
dustries, announced the introduction of an expanded 
range of famous Colt blackpowder revolvers to be of- 
fered to the public as part of a new program—"'The Au- 
thentic Colt Blackpowder Series." In addition to the 
Third Model Dragoon and 1851 Navy revolvers—rein- 
troduced in 1974— Colt offered the 1861 Navy, 1860 
Army, 1862 Pocket Navy and 1862 Pocket Police, 1847 
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Colt 1st Model Dragoon 


The Colt Dragoons were improved, lighter 
versions of the Model 1847 Army Pistol 
(Walker). Derived from the obsolete word 
"dragoon," meaning, basically, armed 
infantryman or cavalryman, the original 
Dragoons were issued to the military between 
1848 and 1860. 


Colt 2nd Model Dragoon 


The first and second Dragoons retain the 
squareback trigger guard, while the third 
Dragoon's is oval-shaped. Other less obvious 
improvements were the round or oval cylinder 
stops on the first model versus the rectangular 
ones on the subsequent models; also the 
changes in the grip angle.

Aithough the Dragoons were “improved” holster 
pistols, they still weighed an unwieldy 4 to 4 1/4 
pounds.

These Colt blackpowder handguns are authentic in 
every detail and continue to bear serial numbers fol- 
lowing those stamped on earlier issues. Therefore, 
rather than be considered reproductions or replicas, 
they are a continuation ofthe legacy laid down by Colo- 
nel Samuel Colt and his predecessors more than 150 
years ago.

Stoeger Industries began in 1918 as A. F. Stoeger, 
Inc., of New York City. Established by Austrian-born 
Alexander Stoeger, the firm distributed a wide variety 
of sporting arms produced by both foreign and domes- 
tic manufacturers. Stoeger for many years was the ex- 
clusive import agent of Luger pistols into the U.S. and 
Canada and, in fact, the company actually owned the 
Luger name. Stoeger's offerings expanded to include 
ammunition, accessories, gun parts and the famous 
"Stoegerol," a multi-purpose solvent, cleaner and lu- 
bricant. The company became the Stoeger Arms Cor- 
poration and it publicized its wares in the ‘Stoeger 
Catalog," which first appeared in 1924. Through the 
years the book evolved into the best-selling SuooTER's 
BIBLE, containing the same successful ingredients that 
has made “Stoeger” a household word among gun en- 
thusiasts.

CHAPTER FIVE 
OBSOLETE 
CARTRIDGES 
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Most antique cartridge collections probably 
evolved by the accumulation of odds and ends 
that accompanied collector firearms. For exam- 
ple, a collector purchases a Winchester Model 
1886 Rifle chambered for .40-82 Winchester. 
Along with this rifle comes a partial box of origi- 
nal factory-loaded ammunition. Later the gun is 
sold or traded, but the cartridges remain. An- 
other arm is purchased, say, a Remington Rolling 
Block Single Shot Rifle chambered for the Rem- 
ington .44-100-500 cartridge. Again, a few car- 
tridges are included in the deal. Eventually, after 
several purchases of this nature, the collector 
has what might be called a cartridge collection, 
which grew more or less by accident. The collec- 
tion continues to expand in a generalized fash- 
ion, now more deliberately, but still without 
much purpose or reason; anything that seems 
collectible is thrown into the collection. 

If enough interest exists, the collector will 
probably start specializing in one area of car- 
tridge collecting; for example, by brand, country 
of origin, caliber, or perhaps in military ammu- 
nition. The study of only one small group of car- 
tridges will reveal all kinds of information 
heretofore unknown to the collector. He will 
learn facts that will help him identify head- 
stamps, case metals, bullet shapes and designs, 
just to name a few. 

At this point, the cartridge collector will start 
looking for the best ways to catalog and store the 
collection, build up trading stock, maintain the 
collection, and similar details. He or she will also 
be looking for methods of evaluating the worth of 
the collections. 

Not too many years ago, obsolete cartridges of 
all types could be found in attics, basements, at 


flea markets, gun shows, and other places...all for 
a relatively reasonable price. However, many of 
the early obsolete cartridges have risen in price 
to the point where many beginning collectors are 
eliminated at the outset The investment re- 
quired to purchase and maintain such a collec- 
tion can be very discouraging to the would-be 
collector. Still, these rare specimens will be 
found from time to time, and rather than collect 
them, the finder may wish to sell them to an es- 
tablished cartridge collector. 

The prices that follow are based on the average 
value of a single cartridge of original factory 
loaded ammunition in good, clean condition. 
Fired cases also have some collector value, which 
is usually considered to be about 20 percent of 
the value shown for the loaded case of the more 
common cartridges, and up to 80 percent of the 
value shown for the more rare cases. These 
prices are considered to be the replacement value 
of each round, and also what a collector might be 
willing to pay for the round. However, when sell- 
ing large lots of ammo, or when selling to a dealer, 
the buyer will usually expect a discount of some- 
where between 25 and 50 percent. 

Full boxes of loaded factory ammunition usu- 
ally command a premium, since full boxes (es- 
pecially those that are sealed) are becoming more 
difficult to find, and also because the box itself 
often has collector value.

THE DISCOVERY AND HISTORY OF GUNPOWDER 


The origin of gunpowder, the only explosive 
known until the middle of the 19th century, is un- 
certain. There is a theory that it was known in 
China many centuries before its first appearance 
in Europe, and that knowledge of it gradually 
worked westward. Legend goes back to the time 
of Alexander the Great, who, it is asserted, re- 
fused to attack the Oxydracae, a race occupying 
the country between the Hyphasis and the 
Ganges, because they "lived under the protection 
of the gods and overthrew their enemies with 
thunder and lightning, which they shot forth 
from their walls." 

Some authorities regard Greek Fire, rather ex- 
tensively used in the defense of Constantinople 
in the seventh century, as a form of gunpowder, 
but it may have been merely an incendiary mix- 
ture, to which crude nitre was added to make it 
burn more fiercely. On the strength of passages 
in the works of Roger Bacon, an English monk 
who lived in the 13th century, he is spoken of as 
the inventor of gunpowder. In his late works, 


"Opus Tertium," “De Secretis," and "Opus Mag- . 


nus," published about 1270, there is no doubt 
that he was acquainted with explosive mixtures 
of sulphur, charcoal, and nitre, the ingredients of 
gunpowder. 

Berthold Schwartz, a monk of Freiburg, Ger- 
many, studied the writings of Bacon regarding ex- 
plosives, and manufactured gunpowder while 
experimenting. He has commonly been credited 
as the inventor, and at any rate the honor is due 
to him for making known some properties of gun- 
powder. Its adoption in Central Europe quickly 
followed his announcement, which is supposed 
to have taken place about 1320. Itis probable that 
gunpowder was well known in Spain and Greece 
many years prior to its being used in Central and 
Northern Europe. 

The early uses of gunpowder, however, were 
confined to warfare, no use being made of it for 
sporting purposes for several hundred years. In 
the late 1300s, frequent references to gunpowder 
were made in literature, often in a way which 
makes it evident that the properties of gunpow- 
der as a propellant were widely known. 


MANUFACTURING GUNPOWDER 


The manufacture of gunpowder was carried out 
originally by the very crude method of pounding 
the ingredients together by hand in mortars. But 
edge runners were introduced toward the end of 
the 16th century, which greatly facilitated the in- 
corporating or milling process. During this cen- 
tury, the process of “corning” or “granulating” 


was introduced, whereby grains of standard size 
are assured. 

In manufacturing gunpowder, care is required 
in the selection of material. The potassium ni- 
trate, or nitre, should be chemically pure. The 
sulphur must contain no nonvolatile matter, and 
must be free from sulphuric acid. The quantity of 
the powder depends considerably on the quality 
of the charcoal, so that it is customary for powder 
mills to prepare their own. 

The composition of gunpowder varies widely 
with the different grades manufactured. Coarse 
grains are used for blasting, and fine grains for 
gunpowder. The composition of French military 
powders remained the same from 1598 until the 
adoption of modern smokeless powders, which 
developed from Schoenbein’s discovery of gun- 
cotton in 1846. From this, Vielle, a French chem- 
ist, invented smokeless powder in 1886, which 
possesses the ability to burn without creating 
much smoke. 

Almost all sporting powder propellants today 
are smokeless powders. These can be divided 
into two classes, the dense powders and the bulk 
powders, both being used in rifle shooting and in 
shotguns. Although smokelessness character- 
izes these powders, it is their superior power that 
is of prime importance. While black gunpowder 
imparts to the projectile an initial velocity of 
1,700 feet per second, initial velocities of over 
3,000 foot seconds have been attained with 
smokeless powders. 

Another division of smokeless powders into 
types is the nitroglycerin smokeless powders and 
the nitrocellulose. Both nitroglycerin and nitro- 
cellulose powders consist of colloidal masses of 
gelatined nitrocellulose that have been pressed 
into ribbons, cords, tubes, or sheets, these being 
frequently cut into flakes when intended for use 
with small arms. 

Nitroglycerin was discovered in 1846 by So- 
brero, an Italian chemist, but nothing was done 
about it until Alfred Noble recognized its possi- 
bilities for blasting. Later, he found it was possi- 
ble to mix and treat nitrocellulose dissolved in 
nitroglycerin, so that a hard colloid substance 
could be produced. This substance had all the 
properties that made it desirable as a rifle pro- 
pellant. This led to the production in 1888 of bal- 
listite, the first propellant of this class. 

Today, nitroglycerin powders are manufac- 
tured for use in both shotguns and rifles. They 
usually are referred to as double-base powders, 
possessing the advantages of regular ballistics, 
and are less liable to produce back-flash than ni- 
trocellulose powders. They keep extremely well.

OBSOLETE 
SHOTSHELLS 


"Shotshells" or simply 
"shells" as they are known in the 
U.S. are termed "cartridges" in 
England. They are made of paper 
or plastic tubes encased within a 
brass head, which is flanged so it 
can be grasped by the extractor. 
Inside is a base wad which, when 
the brass head is crimped, binds 
the tube, base wad and brass 
head together. This prevents the 
backwards escape of powder gas 
through the shell. Both the brass 
head and base wad are perfo- 
rated with a hole that accepts the 
primer and allows it to ignite the 
powder inside the case. 

The shotshell, once primed, 
receives a powder charge over 
which are pressed two or more 
wads at considerable pressure. 
Many manufacturers insert a 
cup and wad directly over the 
powder charge, which effectively 
prevents pattern-disrupting gas 
leakage into the shot column. A 
charge of shotis next placed over 
the wads and the unfilled end of 
the tube is crimped over the 
shot, making the shell ready for 
use. 

Some earlier shotshells, often 
referred to as “punkin balls," 
were loaded with round balls for 
deer-sized game. The rifled slug 
did not come into use until later 
in the 20th century.
